In a stunning reversal of his 
stand, Mr. Truman sent to con- 
gress a midyear economic report 
wiped clean of his past demands 
for price, wage or other business 
controls. 


Instead—stating that unemploy- 
ment Is acute In some areas — he 
proposed 11 'new laws to build up 
jobs and production, boost consum- 
er Income and buying power and 
loosen federal lending.

Yugoslav Policy— 
Tito To Seal His Border With Greece 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, 
July 


11—W—Premier Marshal Tito last 
night said Yugoslavia plans to seal 
its border with Greece, 


He said the object would be to 
protect Yugoslavs from the Greek 
civil war. 
Tito spoke lost night before an 
estimated 40,000 people in the Adri- 
atic port city of Pola, taken over 
from Italy at the end of the war. 
The text of his address was made 
public here this morning. 


The major policy speech, first by 
the Yugoslav leader since April, 
ranged over a wide variety of top- 
ics'. Included were the Greek bor- 
der situation, negotiations for a 
Joan from the West, the economic 


boycott started by the Comtnform 
nations and progress of Yugosla- 
via's five-year plan. 


Of the Greek situation, Tito said 
"It has come to this: That we must 
gradually close this frontier and 
safeguard the lives of our work- 
ingmen in this part of our coun- 
try." 


(Western diplomats had speculat- 


ed recently that Tito might cut off 
aid to the Greek guerrillas as retal- 
iation for the economic war being 
waged against him by the Com- 
munist nations of Eastern Europe.)

HARASSMENT AT 


BERLN 


It appears that the Rus- 


sians, whatever they may be 
aiming at in the way ol 
agreements with the West- 
ern Powers, do not intend to 
give up the nuisance value 
of their position in Berlin. 
Immediately after an agw- 
ment was reached to end the 
rail strike and get the trains 
running again, the Russians 
began sniping at the truck 
traffic between Berlin and 
the West, seizing and delay 
ing shipments on the pretext 
of "papers not in order." 


Such actions seem to have 


no purpose? other than the 
harassment of the Western 
Power?. Apparently the Rus- 
sians intend to keep the Am- 
ericans and British constant- 
ly at the task of unraveling 
one tangle or another. The 
French seem to be only pas- 
sively involved in the whole 
business. It is quite likely 
that the purpose is to keep 
us always annoyed, always 
busy with some petty detail 
of the confused relationship 
in Berln. 


What would they seek to 


gain by such tactics? They 
might hope to keep Western 
attention centred on small 
details, to the detriment of 
broad policy planning. They 
might hope to fray Western 
nerves to the pri'nt where 
Berlin might be given up in 
disgust, or some blunt viqla- 
tion of agreement be com- 
mitted in anger. If these arc 
their aims, we should take 
care that the tactics do not 
succeeed.

In an unusual legal proceeding 
before District Judge A. P. Mays 
Saturday morning, 
the state's 
motion for a judgment nunc pro 
tune was granted. No judgment 
had ever been entered In tho 
case after Ray's conviction here 
July 8, 1018. 
After tho court's action In cor- 
recting tho technical error, Defense 
Counsel H. S. Beard of Waco an- 
nounced ho would pjpcal. He con- 
tends tho district tourt here Is 
without 
jurisdiction to grant 
a 
judgment nunc pro tune because 
the Court of Criminal Appeals se- 
cured jurisdiction at tho time Ray 
appealed. 
Beard also prepared a 
motion 
asking tho court to grant a new 
trial for Ray asd to set aside the 
original verdict In the case. 
A 
hearing on this motion, tho same 
that was filed after Ray's convic- 
tion, was set for July ll3. 
Because the judgment was never 
entered on the court's minutes, all 
proceedings held In tho case slnco 
the jury returned its verdict ap- 
parently are void. Beard said new

Soil conservation, flood control, 
water conservation, irrigation and 
recreational possibilities were dis- 
cussed by representatives of tho 
central committee of the Tri-City 
Soil Conservation group at Ennio 
Thursday. The group, composed of 
Corsicana, Waxahachio and Ennia, 
formulated additional plans for in- 
tensive soil conservation promotion 
work In tho areas served by the 
three cities. 


The meeting was tho first for tho 
committee since it was organized 
last month. 


Plan Campaign. 
Representatives 
worked 
out 
"areas of responsibility" wherein 
the Chambers of Commerce for the 
three cities will carry on extensive 
soil conservation promotion work. 
The three communities are concen- 
trating on tho area drained by the 
Chambe'rs, Waxahachle and Rich- 
land creeks. 


Under plans formulated Thurs- 


day, Waxahachio will do soil con- 
servation promotion work in the 
northern division of tho Chambers 
creek watershed and will concen- 
trate on Venus, Midlothian, Itasca, 
Maypearl, 
Red 
Oak, Reagor 


Springs, Italy, Foreston and Mil- 
ford, and the areas adjacent to 
these centers. 
Ennls will handle the promotion 
work in saving tho soil in the cen- 
tral partlon of the area, extending 
southward to the soil district line 
between Ennls and Corsicana. 
Corsicana will conduct soil con- 
servation promotion work 
from 
Corsicana north to the Ennis con- 
nection, and west to tho rldgo of 
the Chambers watershed. 
Corsi- 
cana also will handle promotion 
work in the Rlchland creek area 
which lies south and west of Cor- 
sicana. Important Projects. 
Possible ways and means to get 
landowners interested In co-oper- 
ating In the program were discus- 
ed. Each of tho commlttcomon ex- 
pressed opinions that soil conser- 
vation Is one of the most important 
projects necessary to the mainten- 
ance of our present high standard 
of living and good economy. 
Tied closely with the proposed 
soil conservation selling program 
Is the possibility of building water 
reservoirs on Richland, Chambers 
and Waxahachle creeks. The Trl- 
City group Is primarily interested 
In future dams to be located on 
these creeks. 
Trinity River Improvement asso- 
ciation engineers are certain that 
the building of dams on the creeks 
will provide tho three cities with a 
plentiful water supply. However, 
It was explained, the building of 
the dams will not be helpful unless 
soil conservation plans are carried 
out. The 
engineers 
believe the 


building of the dams could be start- 
ed by 19BB, but the Trl-Clty group 
believes this date can bo advanced 
by perhaps two years If propor 
soil' conservation 
methods 
are 
started now. 
Soil Conservation. 
The engineers have Indicated that 
extensive sol) conservation practic- 
es on the upper watersheds ot UJB 


crcclta will be of material help in 
speeding the progress of locating 
dams on the tributaries draining 
into the Trinity for tho purposo of 
flood control, wator conservation, 
Irrigation and recreation opportun- 
ities. 


Alien Bryant, Corsicana, chair- 
man of the committee, said; 
"Wo need to start soil saving 
work now If we never build a dam. 


Tho committee's primary inter- 
est at the present time Is to sell 
the soil conservation plan. 
The 
committee believes this will lead 
to the construction of dams in 
tho watershed areas of tho Rich- 
land, Chambers and Waxahachle 
creeks, and this In turn will bring 
untild benefits to all the cities. 


The committee agrees it has a 
long hard fight ahead of It but is 
determined to carry It through. 
The Trl-County group knows It can 
not succeed without the co-opera- 
tion of all and It plans to do its ut- 
most on the soil conservation pro- 
motion work.

matlon on the cause of death would 
have to come from Maes' Inquest 
report. 
Jlmerson said Jester boarded 
the train in Austin at 11:15 p. 
m. last night and retired about 
five minutes later. 


"That was the last I saw of him 
until this morning," Jlmerson 
said. "I put his bags under his 
berth and left him." 
The governor had given his shoes 
to the porter to be sained. 
Jimerson said he went to Jester's 
berth at the designated time and 
called several times but that the 
governor did not answer. 
He said the governor, dressed In 
pajamas, was on his back, his 
hands folded across his stomach. 


The porter then summoned the 
train conductor, O. D. Pierce, 
Houston, who looked 
into 
the 


berth and then called State High- 
way Patrolman W. B. Hawkins, 
who was at the station to meet 
the governor. 
MawKlns, who said he had 


been waiting at the station since 
7:05 a. m., went to the berth 
and called to the governor, at 
the same time shaking the mat- 
tress and trying to rouse Jester. 
"Governor, Governor, this 
is 
Hawkins, dont you know me?" 
the patrolman called. 
When the governor made no re- 
sponse, Hawking called Capt. Glen 
Rose, head of the state highway 
patrol office here, 
Meanwhile, the conductor and 
other trainmen felt the governor's 
pulse and said they were certain 
Jester was dead. 
The governor occupied a lower 
berth on the pullman car "Berk- 
ley," part of the Southern Pa- 
cific's night train from Austin. 
The train had left Austin at 11:30 
p. m. last night and arrived here 
at 6:15 a. m. 
Jimerson 
said 
the 
governor 


boarded the train in Austin at 
11:15 p. m. last night and retired 
about five minutes later. 
"That was the lost I saw of him. 
until this morning," Jimerson said. 
"I put his bags under his berth 
and left him." 
Roy Arterbury, Houston attor- 
ney, said he occupied the brth 
across the aisle from that of Jes- 
ter, and that, although he was

Shivers Informed the govern- 
or's office at Austin that he has 
not yet taken the oath of office 
and would stand by.

William McGill, Jester's execut- 
ive secretary, said the governor's 
body would be removed from the 
train and taken to a funeral home 
immediately. 
The body was removed to the 


Houston Funeral Home (1401 Craw- 
ford Street). 
Mas. Jester was in Austin at the 
governor's mansion. 
Mrs. Jester, in Austin, advised 
Robert W. Henderson, 
Houston, 


by telephone to have the funeral 
home embalm the governor's bo- 
dy. She asked that the body be 
held for further Instructions but 
that no one be permitted to view 
the remains. 
Henderson was prominently as- 
sociated with Jester's gubernator- 
ial campaigns here. 
Jester had been 111 with food 
poisoning during the lost strenu- 
ous days of the legislature, but 
apparently had recovered. 
In the closing hours of the ses- 
sion, he brought the state budget 
into balance by vetoing $17,000,000 
from one of the major appropria- 
tion bills. He had promised to call 
the legislature back into special 
session by next January if a con- 
stitutional amendment calling for 
annual sessions Is not adopted at 
the polls In November. 
The session he promised would 
be to consider a building program 
for the Insane and other wards 
of the state, and to consider tax- 
ation and other finance matters 
unsettled by the just-ended ses- 
sion. 
Jester's friends 
credited him 
with having kept Texas in line 
Wth the national Democratic or- 
ganization during the last presi- 
dential compagn. He had carried 
his fight for state's rights—Includ- 
ing state ownership of . the tide- 
lands—through 
the 
Phladelphla 


national convention to a point just 
short of breaking from the na- 
tional party organization. 


When it came to the showdown, 
Jester and the Democratic party 
in Texas, of which he was the 
titular head, stayed with President 
Truman and the national organiz- 
ation. 


Jester last week declined an in- 
vitation from Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn to be in Washington today 
for a conference with officials of 
other states on the tldelands prob- 
lem. He said then he had too 
much work on his desk to take 
time out for the trip. 


At the family farm in Woodville, 
Shivers said Jester's death was 
a great tragedy for every person in

Jester proclaimed he was cam- 
paigning on the "people's path," 
and promised no new taxes. 
Taklne office Jan.' 21, 1947, Jes- 
ter said his objectives included a 
progressive and solvent state gov- 
ernment, meeting the needs of 
public education, health, social wel- 
fare, law enforcement, capital and 
labor, safety, and the conservation 
of natural resources. 


A 46-year-old ambition was ful- 


filled when Jester became govern- 
or. 


Affable, distinguished - looking 
53-pear-old 
Beauford 
H. Jester 


first expressed his idea of becom- 
ing governor at the ago of 7 when 
he asked his mother what a lieu- 
tenant governor was. His father, 
George T. Jester, had been elected 
to that office. 


Told that the office was next 
to the governor, young Jester re- 
plied: 
"Woll, I want to be the real 
governor.", • 
He became the "real governor" 


—twice in a row. 
The dignified but smiling law- 
yer and gentleman farmer from 
Corslcana who described himself 
as a "liberal but not a loose Dem- 
ocrat," stepped into the govern- 
or's office from his railroad com- 
mission office where he served 
since 10-12. 
He made only three contested 
political races, all three successful. 
His first was for the railroad com- 
mission post to fill an unexplred 
two year term. In 1944 he was re- 
elected without opposition, the first 
time in 20 years that a candidate 
for that important oil and gas reg- 
ulatory office had run unopposed. 
The fact was attributed to Jester's 
warm and friendly nature along 
with a spotless record in office. 
Tls second contested race began 
—this one for governor—with a 
prayer from his then 86-year-old 
mother for divine guidance, and a 
notice In his hometown newspaper 
that he-was a candidate for gov- 
ernor. Discounted early in the race 
as a strong contender, he soon over- 
came odds and ran a tough race 
ahead of 12 opponents, four of 
whom withdrew. He was re-elect- 
ed last summer. 


Jester, the first governor in the 
second century of Texas state- 
hood, was born January 12, 1893, of 
a pioneer family. As far back as 
1816 his family began coming to 
Texas and In 1858 his father, the 
late George T. Jester, came to Cor- 
slcana. 


In 1894, the year after Beauford 
Jester was born, George T. Jester 
was elected lieutenant governor of 
Texas and served two terms, while 
Oharles A. Culberson was governor, 
Beauford Jester's father was pre- 
viously a member of the Texas Sen- 
its during Governor Hogg's admln- 
stration and was an ardent sup- 
porter of Governor Hogg. He help- 
ed Governor Hogg carry out his 
campaign platform for the creation 
of a railroad commission. 
His father was also a promin- 
ent layman In the 
Methodist 
church, and his mother, Mrs. 
Frances' Gordon Jester, 88 yean 
old on San Jaolnto Day, has long 
been a Sunday School teacher In 
Corsloana. 
In Corsicana, Jester went to pub- 
lic school. 


After.finishing high school, Jes- 
ter entered the University of Tex- 
as. He was a leader in student ac- 
tivities, helped organize the GUe 


Club and became a member of Tau 
chapter of Kappa Sigma. His work 
on the Dally Texan when it became 
the first college daily paper in the 
south earned him membership in 
Slgman Deltl Chi, honorary Jour- 
nalistic fraternity. 
He was also 
elected to Friar, honorary senior 
academic society. He took his B. 
A. degree at the University of Tex- 
as in 1916 and the following fall 
entared Harvard Law School. 
His course at Harvard was In- 
terrupted in 1917 when America 
entered the First World War, and 
he came back to Texas and enter- 
ed the first officers training camp 
at Leon Springs. 


He was commissioned captain of 
Infantry at the end of the first of- 
ficers training camp, and in Au- 
gust, 1917, was assigned to com- 
pany D,' 357th infantry, 90th divis- 
ion. He commanded this company 
from the date of its organization 
to its demobilization. 


Jester had been elected presi- 
dent of the First Officers' Train- 
ing Camp 
Association, 
Leon 
Springs; president of the 90th 
Division Veterans 
Association; 
and post commander of the John- 
son-Wiggins Post 22, American 
Legion, Corslcana. 
On his return from overseas, 
Jester again entered the University 
of Texas, where he took his law de- 
gree In 1920. Immediately there- 
after, he put up his shingle and be- 
gan practicing law in his home 
town. Soon after he opened his law 
office, the Powell Oil Field came 
tn near Corsicana. 
Jester practiced law in every 
court In the country, from the jus- 
tice of tho peace court to the U. S. 
supreme court. For sixteen years 
he served as president of the Na- 
varro County Bar Association and 
was director of the state bar, 1940- 


in 1921 he married Miss Mabel 


Buchanan of Texarkana, Arkansas. 
They had three children—Barbara 
(Mrs. Howard Burris), born in 1925,

One of

was 
books. He loved the soil and live- 
stock. Another of his hobbles was 
looking after his black land farms 
and raising thoroughbred stock. 
He was an ardent horseman, hunt- 
er, and. fisherman. 
Jester was president of the Cor- 
slcana Y.M.C.A. from 1939 to 
1942. He served on the State Ad- 
olsory Board of the NYA of Tex- 
as. For many'years he taught a 
young men's Bible Class in the 
First Methodist Church In Coral- 
cana. 
He was chairman of the board of 
trustees ofthls church and a trus- 
tee of the Methodist Home in Wa- 
co. He was a York and Scottish 
Rite Mason, Shrlner, and a charter 
member of the Corsicana Rotary 
Club. 
* A devotee to football and base- 
ball, Jester 
played 
baseball on 
teams in the City League of Cor- 
slcana until they disbanded in the 
early thirties. Shortstop and sec- 
ond base were the positions he 
played. 


The University of Texas had al- 
ways been one of Jester's chief in- 
terests. In 1929 he was appointed 
to the board of regents. 
He was chairman of the board 
two years. His work resulted in a 
P. W. A. loan and grant for the ad- 
ministration building and library 
tower.' 
• 


Since shortly after World War I, 
Jester had been a reserve officer, 
and arter December 7, 1941, he vol- 
unteered again. H» was rejected 


for a minor physical disqualifica- 
tion in May, 1941, after being «r- 
dered to duty. 


Jester wa» appointed by then 


GOT. Coke R. Stevenson to fill a 
vacancy on the Texas Railroad 
Commission from Aug. 26, 1942, to 
Jan. 1, 1943, and was elected to fill 
Jerry Sadler's two-year unexpired 
term. He was reelected to a full 
six-year term, beginning January 
1, 1945. He 
was 
unopposed 
—the 
first 
time 
in 22 years 
that a candidate for reelection to 
the railroad commission had been 
unopposed. 


On May 4, 1946, on the court- 
house lawn at Corslcana, in his 
native county of Navarro, 
Jeater 
opened his campaign for the gov- 
ernorship. The gubernatorial cam- 
paign of 1946 was one of the most 
heated campaigns in the history of 
Texas. There were 14 candidates, 
five of which yere so-called major 
candidates. At the beginning of 
the campaign there wero 
many 


who believed that Dr. Ralney, the 
deposed president of the University 
of 'Texas and the leader of the 
liberal and left-wing forces in Tex- 
as, would lead the field. 
Jester traveled from one end of 
Texas to the other, meeting the 
people, explaining- his platform, 
and urging them. to adopt the 
"People's Path" of government. 
Jester led Ralney in the first pri- 
mary,,by 153,000 votes. In the tor- 
rid second primary, Jester Increas- 
ed his lead and obtained 701,018 out 
of 1,056,672 total votes cast, or 68.34 
per cent of the Vote, for the most 
decisive victory in Texas. 


Jester often expressed his belief 
that Texans are a race of pople 
with 
distinctive 
characteristics. 
This because of the impress and 
Influence of the early history of 
Texas from the days it was a do- 
main of American colonists who 
wrested their Independence from 
Mexico, established a Republic; 
and, some nine years later, upon 
terms agreeable to them, entered 
the American Union as a state. 
The following excerpts from his 
inaugural 
address, 
delivered on 
Jan. 21,1947, when he took the oath 
of office as chief executive of Tex- 
as, perhaps best give his political 
philosophy: 
"...In my campaign for the gov- 
ernarship of this state, I made it 
clear to Texans in my proposal 
that the 
path 
our government 
should take and follow was the 
one taken by the pioneers who 
bullded this state. That was the 
path and pattern of 
Democratic 
principles of government. These 
principles establish government of 
the people, for the people, by the 
people—that government must be 
subservient to the will of the ma- 
jority—that government must stem 
from the bottom up, and not from 
the top down —that those who are 
governed least are governed best. 
"The key to this kind of gov- 
ernment is the'will of the people; 
But the will of the people has 
been and still IB in danger of 
frustration because of two con- 
flicting theories thrust upon us, 
with no alternate choice. 
"One extremely far to the right, 
would imperil labor. The other 
equally far to the left, would sub- 
jugate capital and 
management 
and destroy free enterprise in the 
conduct- of Texas business, The 
great masses of the people of Tex- 
as are given scant consideration 
in either o< these strongly pressed 
political programs. And vet, It Is 
the great masses of our pedple who 
pay the cost and are squeezed be- 
tween labor and management U

Someone once said that Jester 
probably knew as many people 
throughout Texas as any other 
man—that he had the gift of mak- 
ing friends -through the years and 
retaining 
them—and 
during his 
campaigns was clntlnually meeting 
ex-class mates from the University 
of Texas and Harvard University 
days, a buddy of World War I, or a 
business associate whom he had 
met during his extensive law prac- 


thetr disputes and strikes and are

"In the program I presented to 


Lhe people of Texas for the bulld- 
ng of a greater Texas, presented 
as Texas stands on the threshhold 
of great industrial and agricultural 
development, I charted a path be- 
tween the extremes of the left and 
the right. This path would give 
first consideration to the 
great 
masses of the people of this' state, 
[t was built upon the principle that 
the people of Texas are entitled to 
first 'consideration on all public 
matters. This path Includes the 
importance of capital and labor, 
soth of equal dignity and responsi- 
bility, with both supported by and 
answerable to the people." 
"...Our charge from the voters 
of Texas, whose will has been de- 
cisively expressed, calls for a pro- 
gressive and a solvent state gov- 
ernment. It calls for a government 
that will keep pace with the great 
possibilities of this state, foresee 
and shape its marvelous destiny. In 
so doing, our government must be 
possessed of Christian heart and 
brain. It must always be mindful 
that the home, the church and the 
school are the very foundations of 
our well-being and ever strive to 
strengthen these foundations." 


tlce that extended over the entire 
state. 


With the first flash of the gov- 
ernor's death the telephones at the 
Dally Sun were swamped with calls. 


"Is it true that the governor is 
dead?" 
Informed the report was true, 
most of the callers with a "that's 
too bad" saftly broke the connec- 
tion. 
Varied Activities. 


In addition to his varied activi- 
ties as a lawyer, citizen and pub- 
lic official, his services as a mem- 
ber of the board of regents of the 
University of Texas was outstand- 
ing. The great building program 
of the University was started dur- 
ing his tenure of office. 


Jester was vice president of the 
Corslcana Oilers, professional base- 
ball club, for several years, and 
as he attorney for the club in 
1925, gained a first half champion- 
ship award after the directors of 
the Texas Association had extend- 
ed the first half. Corslcana was 
leading at the previously designat- 
ed half-way mark and Temple at 
the later date. Jester appealed to 
the minor league office and won— 
Corslcana later also winning the 
second half of the loop. 


Chairman of the Corslcana High 
School Athletic council for about 
20 years, he was still an ex-offlclo 
member of that body and for years 
had consistently sought the re-es- 
tablishment of baseball In the pub- 
lic schools. 


Jester's last public appearance 
here was June 3 when he attend- 
ed funeral services <or Tom L. 
Tyson, Corslcana attorney and sec- 
retary of the Texas1 Democratic ex- 
ecutive committee, a long-time per- 
sonal and political friend.

Bcauford H. Jester learned of her 
husband's death through a tele- 
phone call from the McCammon 
Funeral Home in Corslcana, 


Bill Harrell, a Texas ranger sta- 


tioned at the governor's mansion 
for several years, said Mrs. Jester 
was eating breakfast 
when 
the 
tragic news came. 


"Colonel Paul B-. own called first 
to ask If It was true. I told him 'no, 
the governor is very much alive.' 
Mrs. Jester jumped up from . the 
tab.o and was rather excited, but 
we decided it was just a mistaken 
rumor, Harrell said, 


"Then the McCammon Funeral 
Home in Corslcana called and said 
they had been told the governor 
was dead. Mrs. Jester talked to 
them. Then a man in Houston call- 
ed to tell us, and we knew It was 
true." 


Friends coming' away from Mrs. 
Jester's room said she appeared 
dazed but was giving instructions 
calmly to persons *he wished noti- 
fied. 
Harrell ordinarily acts as the 


governor's chauffeur, but h« said 
Mrs. Jester bad taken her husband 
to the station last night whem h» 
boarded the'train for Houston. 


Beauford Jr., 10, returned from 
day camp. He stayed In his room 
with his best friend, Terry Statler, 
lying on the 
bed and 
reading 


books. 
Joan, the younger daughter, was 


calm as she stayed by her" mo^ 
ther's side. 
Friends swarmed to the mansion 
as news of Jester's death spread. 
Telegrams came from all parts of 
the nation. 
Tears filled-Barren's eyes as he 


spoke of the governor. Originally 
from Corslcana, the soft-spoken 
rnnger had known Jester all his 
life."He was as close to me as a 
brother. There was no one in the 


world 1 «rer thought more of," 
he said. 
Equally grieved was L. D. Ransom, 


the governor's assistant executive 
secretary, also from Corslcana. 
"This is a tragic loss to the state ' v 
and to his friends. He had prob- 
V 
ably as many friends as any man 
tp 
in Texas," said Ransom. "I am 
terribly shocked. I knew him fifty 
years, it was Just', a ease of his 
dying in the harness. He WM an 
all-around man. He was at ease 
with prince or pauper. He loved 
this state and its people." 
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
